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A Strong Reminder to Freedom’s Enemies 


If our friends or foes had any doubt 
about this country’s determination to re- 
arm it should be dispelled by the Presi- 
dent’s announcement that now, less than 
nine months after the invasion of South 
Korea by Communists, there are more 
than 2,900,000 in the armed forces. 

To Russia it is a warning. 

To Western Europe and free peoples 
everywhere it is a heartening reminder 
that the might of the United States is be- 
ing readied to defend freedom. 

Russia, of course, can more than match 
the 2,900,000 men this country has under 
arms. But the Soviet Union cannot match 
our industrial production which now is be- 
ginning to reveal our true strength. 

The speed with which we have mobi- 
lized men and materiel—a rate twice as fast 
as World War II—is a symbol of our de- 
termination to stop Soviet aggression. 
Russia cannot overlook it. 

It is almost a certainty that herein is 
the reason for the late tendency of Moscow 
to ease the tension somewhat. But it would 
be dangerous for this country or the West 
to accept a “peace offensive” at face value. 
The Kremlin’s game is to lull the free na- 
tions into a sense of false security which 
would result in a relaxation of rearma- 
ment. 


The rulers of the Russian empire are 
playing a long-term game in which con- 
cessions are no more than expedients de- 
signed to allay our fears. We have been 
deceived before by these tactics, but there 
is not much likelihood we will be again. 

Whilg it is true there are no signs Rus- 
sia is contemplating an offensive in Europe 
this year, it also is a fact that extensive 
preparations would not be necessary. 
Enough Soviet divisions already are poised 
at the back door of Western Europe to 
march to the English Channel, Britain 
would be neutralized if not invaded. 


More and more, it looks as if Moscow 
is setting her sights on Yugoslavia and the 
rich oil fields of the Middle East. There 
is nothing to prevent an invasion of Iran 
except the fear of Western retaliation. 
Political developments in that unhappy 
country may have opened the way for 
Russia to obtain oil without provoking 
hostilities. 

We ought.to keep in mind that whatever 
improvement there has been in the world 
situation—if, indeed, there has been any— 
has been the result of our own mobiliza- 
tion. It is axiomatic that Russia respects 
no deterrent to world conquest but force. 
To continue building our strength is the 
price of freedom.

Play the Game 


WASHINGTON—For a man who occupies the 
position he does as the leading candidate for the 
Republican Presidential nomination in 1952, Sen. 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio is something of an enigma. 

Usually a person in that favored spot is content to ride: the 
crest of the wave without involving himself in too much contro- 
versy, save where it is to his own advantage. But this can hardly 
be said of the Ohio Senator. He has a faculty for sticking his 
neck out that borders often on the foolhardy. 

His offenses on the score have been so numerous that, if applied 
to a man of lesser station, they would ‘have been enough to ridi- 
cule him out of public office. Yet Taft survives. He even seems 
to thrive on such things, as witness his re-election last Fall by a 
bigger majority than ever, which puts him in the position of being 
the No, 1 contender for his party nomination next year. 

As regards his past habit of speaking foolishly on matters of 
great public concern, only one illustration needs to be given. Shortly 
before Pearl Harbor he was berating the idea of the United States 
being faced with any danger of war with the Axis nations. He 
went so far as to say that he distrusted the late President Roosevelt 
more than he did Hitler. 


Latest The latest Taft offense of the kind was committed the 

other day in an address he made to the Eastern Young 
Republicans at Charlottesville, Va. It was a purely political speech. 
In it he denounced the Truman Administration for all sorts of 
political immorality, particularly with respect to the RFC, whose 
“complete abolition” he demanded. Considering the strong backing 
the giant Government lending agency has with the business inter- 
ests of the country, that should be rated as a boner for any serious 
Presidential aspirant. 

But the Ohio Senator went to another extreme. Labeling as 
a “whitewash” last year’s Senate investigation of charges by Sen. 
McCarthy, Republican of Wisconsin, about card-bearing Commu- 
nists occupying key positions in the Government, Taft made this 
assertion: “There is no confidence that Communist influence has 
been eliminated in strategic Government positions.” 

By way of qualifying his remarks, he went on to say that 
“whether or not Sen. McCarthy’s charges went too far,” the Tyd- 
ings committee which investigated them “adopted a complete white- 
wash technique to prevent the facts from coming out.” 


Defined He stopped short of saying he believed the McCarthy 

charges, but he employed the technique of McCar- 
thyism. It has remained for The Washington Evening Star, a 
staunch Republican paper, to define his offense in these words: 
“, .. If he (Taft) does not believe it himself, he certainly should 
not be feeding the spreading fires of suspicion and distrust that 
were lighted by Sen. McCarthy, and which tend to destroy con- 
fidence in all phases of Government—the good as well as the bad. 


Sen. Taft, although implying a belief that McCarthy may have 


gone too far, picks up and adopts as his own the false charge that 
the Tydings investigation was a ‘complete whitewash.’ ” 
The only further comment that seems necessary on the Taft 


statement is the reminder that the Tydings committee was made 


up of Republicans as well as Democrats. No one took much 
exception to the finding of the committee that McCarthy proved 
himself a “hoax and a fraud.” He was given every opportunity to 
produce 100 or so Communists which he said were in the State 
Department. He never produced eVen one. 

Now Taft would keep the fraud alive by repeating the charges 
indirectly. Perhaps the most charitable thing to be said of him 
is that he does not always believe what he says, but is merely 
prone to shoot off at the mouth. If he is to be the party nominee 
next year, perhaps the best thing the Republicans could do would 
be to put McCarthy on the ticket with him. That should make it 
easier for the two of them to play the same game.

That reflected the need of the 
South, in its rapid industrial development, for credit which the RFC supplied when commercial 
banks refused in so many cases. Whatever happens to the RFC that need still must be met by

At that time’ the Senator had gone so far 
as to ask the Senate Finance Committee to in- 
vestigate this situation.

quiry, for which expert accountants will be re- 
quired. 


As an example of what is going on, he pointed 
out that certificates have been issued to three 
cotton gins, a motor transport company and a 
cement company, the last named getting eight 
certificates. He was unable to see the conn 
tion with the defense program. 

Interestingly enough, as observed here pre- 
viously, these revelations confirmed complaints 
of business favoritism in the defense program, 
and discrimination against the average citizen, 
which were being made here simultaneously by 
a meeting of AFL, CIO and railroad union rep- 
resentatives. 

This sort of favoritism is nothing new. It 
happened also in the last war when exactly the 
samme sort of law was in effect. Under it cor- 
-porations may take tax write-offs for such plant 
expansion as is for defense production, up to 80 
per cent of the cost, and within a period of five 
years if they choose. This means a 20 per cent 
deduction a year. Thus they’can amortize in 
five years plants that can be used for many years. 

Sen. Maybank is to be commended, even if 
late, in looking into this situation. His commit- 
tee would do well to explore the monopoly angle, 
for that is very important in what is happening 
in our country.

When I saw him, Rees was smoking a cige- 
rette, talking in normal tones, walking about and 
was seemingly in fine shape. All that was 
wrong was that he had a bole, clean as a whistle, 
straight through his head, and the bullet in pass- 
ing had crushed a nerve that left one side of 
his face numb. That’s all that worried him. 


He’s a career Marine, and he’s afraid 
they’ll figure that a man with one side of his 
face numb will not be fit for further combat. 
I told him I thought that, in view of what 
he had done in staying on toe guide the fight- 
ers even after he was shot, the Marines 
would be glad to keep him as long as he 
“wanted to stay. 


There’s nothing much to this story. But it 
just goes to prove that there’s toughness yet in 
the American soldier, and a coufage and a loy- 
alty that will not die. You could multiply it a 
thousand times along the Korean front, and I 
hope the folks at home will as bravely endure 
their hardships, such as a shortage of cars and 
TV sets, as stoutly as the troops are enduring 
theirs.

Slaton School, like other schools, has had 
many paper sales in its time to buy new 
chairs for the auditorium and other physical 
improvements.

In recent weeks their condition has become 
critical. ~ Their family doctor does not expect 
them to live more than another year—a verdict 
their parents feel they cannot accept until they 
have tried everything else. A relative got them 
an appointment at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester. 
They want to go, their parents are determined 
they will go. But they have no money. They 
have exhausted all their resources in their ef- 
forts to care for the boys up to now. 


One of their teachers told us about it. 


“Maybe this trip to Rochester is an empty 
dream. Maybe it will be a waste of their time, 
money and strength,” she said. “But they want 
to go and we're going to help them. They are 
terribly proud and they have never asked any- 
body for any kind of help. But they are our 


own boys and we want to have a part in help- 


ing them.” 


Slaton School’s part will be a paper sale. 
As soon as the schoolchildren get back from 
their Easter holidays they will get busy on 
the quickest and most enthusiastic paper sale 
they ever had. The only thing that troubles 
them is they had a paper sale only last week 
and their paper supply is low. 


That’s\why we're writing this. We believe 


other schools would be willing to give Slaton a 
hand in this particular enterprise. We believe 
they would be willing to forego a few papers 
which they might get at their nex sale, to buy 

a galion or two of gas to get these boys a few 
tt closer to the Mayo Cilnie. Slaton School 
did not ask for help. 


In fact, their not asking it may be the reason 
their cause is so appealing.

Matthew 28:9: “And Jesus himself met them and said, Good 
Morning!” (Goodspeed). 

Jesus in calling certain of His disciples said, ‘Come ye after 
me and I will make you fishers of men.” They followed. Not only 
did he make them “fishers of men” but he made them—(period). 
Following, listening, obeying, they became more 
and more dependent on Him and continuously 
marvelled at His Person and His works. 

So much higher were His standards of good- 
ness than they dreamed, that it was difficult for 
them to adjust to His world. He opened His 
mouth and taught them and their response was, 
“Never a man spake like this man.” 

He went about doing good and they were 
wide-eyed in amazement. He called upon 
them to follow in His footsteps—even to 
denying themselves—and taking up the 
cross; and they said blindly “though all men 
forsake thee yet not we.” 

Then he set His face to go to Jerusalem and ‘summa 
with that move came the hurried crucifixion.  D Lester Kumble 
The world with which the disciples were beginning to be familiar 
was suddenly ended. 


What now? With their teader dead one sees them reversing 
to become adjusted to a world without Jesus. The thought of 
the resurrection was as an “idle tale.” Thomas. the chief of 
doubters, couldn’t entertain the idea of a Christ returned. Did 
he not see Him die? 


Peter, who had defied Jesus and then denied Him, began to 
think in terms of his old trade—fishing. The two on the road to 
Emmaus talked of their hope now gone that it was “He who should 
redeem Israel.” 


Three days pass. Mary Magdalene and the other Mary are 
at the tomb. The stone is rolled away. The grave is empty. 
They, alarmed, are assured that Jesus is alive. ‘Then suddenly 
Jesus Himself met them and said, “Good morning.” “Sorrow 
may endure for the night but joy cometh in the morning.” 


Then in a new and larger way one by one they come into a 
realization that Jesus, the same person they knew in a human 
body, is alive again. The two on the road to Emmaus have their 
hearts to burn within them while Christ walks with them. 


On that first Sunday evening Jesus presents himself to 
the disciples and says, “Peace be unto you.” Peter has some 
reconciling to be effected. “Lovest thou me more than these?” 
Jesus asks. The Master presses the question three times. The 
repentent disciple, jibed by Jesus’ reminder of his threéfold 
denial, cries out, “Thou knowest all things, thou knowest I 
love thee.” Thomas, doubting for a week, finally says, “My 
Lord and My God.” 


The early Church preached “Christ and the Resurrection.” The 
resurrection is the faith, not an appendix. The Church and the 
Christian ministry stand as continuing evidence of this fundamental 
fact. If the crucifixion was the height of Jesus’ manifestation of 
God, it was a dead end. Five minutes after death Judas and Jesus 
were the same. How foolish the suggestion. One gets no great 
spiritual movement from that. 


BUT NOW we can live with assurance. We are confident 
that life here, if lived in Christ, does not come to an end. 
Not only has life been brought to light but immortality. He 
who said, “If it were not so I would have told you” will see 
you through. He has power to do so. 3 


Edna St. Vincent Millay in her poem, “Lament,” describes the 
er and feelings of a young mother whose husband has been 
aken:

The Christian is not left to\say stoically, “Life MUST go on.” 

The reason for it is 
Christ. Because of the living Christ one may become conversant 
not only with life but with death. 


Then, too, we have the assurance that we do not “labor 
in vain.” Christ’s victory over evil becomes our first taste of 
conquest. His grace is greater than our sin; His comfort greater 
than our sorrow; death in Him is swallowed up in victory. If 
the moment seems like a crucifixion we need to have faith te 
believe in His everlasting “yes” on the third day. 


There is a way out now. The spirit conquers the flesh. Truth 
subdues error. The universe supports life. There is a post-Easter 
parade of Christ-conscious persons who confidently believe that 
the “gates of hell shall not prevail.” Such a faith roots in the daily 
companionship with the Living Christ. “I am He that liveth and 
was dead and behold, I am alive forevermore.”
